, *y The Courier, that the requirement 
'ot the Jaw tliat property shall bo as- 
. leased at its lull cash value be mod' 


Ined to one-half or two-thirds its full 
ca»h Talae. The Observer, discussing 
the coal land assessments of West- 
moreland nncl Fayetto counties, says: 


But can th'jre be any equalisation by 
adopting a plan of assessing on a half 
cr two-thirds value basis? Thpre mlpht 
•till be uncci utilization. Coal lands In 
Kayotte and "Westmoreland fire prac- 
tically the~sacne In quality, yot the Fay- 
• tto assessors might hnve a different 
opinion from tho 'Westmoreland as- 
sessors as to the value. What was two- 
thirds valno in- one county might bo 
only one-third value in another, ac- 
cording? to opinion. 


The variation In assessments has 


.been due raiher to the variable views 
of the assesi ors as to what percentage 
of the actual value should be set down 
•• a fair taxable value rather than 
•a to the actual value itself. The act- 
ual value oi' Connellsville coking coal

inown to the Commissioners ot Fay- 
•tte ana Westmoreland counties. The 
problem confronting them was not the 
actual cash value of the Connellsville 


. coal, irat what proportion ot that value 


would be c fair assessment; and In 
considering what a "fair" assessment 
•was they were governed by assess- 


* cents as made in other counties. Such 


Hseftszftentfi are undoubtedly equita- 
ble, howevnr much they depart from 
the letter of tho law. 


We havs already and repeatedly ex 


plained why it Is not dealrable to en- 
force the law strictly and assess all 
property r'gldiy at its actual value. 


"""Ifo^sagult of this would he the doub- 


ling of assessment values without any 
assurance ihat the tax rates would be 
reduced accordingly, but with every 
reason to iear that millages would be 
relatively higher and actnil taxation 
materially so.
